Recent times have brought to the Bakh- 
tiatis another source of ravenuc, The 
existenca of oil in Westarn Persia has long 
been known, but it is only-of late years 
that an endenvour han been mada to exploit 
it.” A long period of expensive prospecting 
on tho part.of tha hulders.of tho concession 
at last led to the discovery of tho precious 
liquid in paying quantity.
